JEFFERSON CITY, July 2 — 
(JP)—Missouri highway patrolmen 
were assured Friday of a salary 
increase. Gov . Forrest Smith sign- 
; ed a bill putting higher salaries 
, into effect Oct. 14. 
At the same time the House 
passed and sent to the gov ernor 
a bill creating the job of maior 
in the patrol to be second in com­ 
mand at $4.800 a year. 
The new salary bill increases 
fhe superintendent from $5.000 to 
$6,500: captains from $3.000 to 
$4.200: lieutenants from $2,760 to 
$3,600: sergeants $2,580 to $3,300 
and 
patrolmen 
from 
$2,400 
to 
$3.000. 
It increases the size of the pat­ 
rol from 215 to 260 men and raises' 
the monthly uniform allowance, 
from $10 to $15. 
Other bills passed by the House 
and sent to the Senate would: 
Let any town or city, with 4/7 
v ote of the people, build and op­ 
erate a sewer system as a utility 
It would be financed by rev enue 
bonds. 
Increase the motor fuels tax on 
diesel oil from 2 to 4 cents a gal­ 
lon. The hike would apply only 
to fuel used in v ehicles operated' 
on the highways. It would bring j 
the subsidiary motor fuels up to 
the new lev el on gasoline as pass- ^ 
ed in the key highway program 
I bill.

as it is signed. Both houses turn- 
ed down the emergency clause.

hanging in mid-air. Some of them 
undoubtedly will come to life 
when the General Assembly re- 
turns to work next fall.

January, Smith asked that old age 
pensions be raised and that the 
laws be changed so more people 
would he eligible for state help 
Thus far the legislature has said 
"no" to both requests.

A Unique Missouri Character 


If you've never seen a paddle 


fish, don't feel badly. It's one o 
the least known, yet most re

The paddlefish has a most un- 


jsual and carefree manner. And, 
vhy not9 No relatives to bother 
vith; no teeth to rot out; no dan- 
ger of biting some fisherman's 
look. Actually, eating is the least 
f its worries. All it needs to do is 
ust swim up the creek with its 
ig mouth open, breathing in water 
aden with microscopic animals 
nd plants. It never bothers to eat 
nything larger than willow flies 
nd if it lakes in quantities of riv- 
r bottom with its food, that's 
uite all right. Nature foresaw 
lat and installed a straining ap- 
aratus in its gills which retains 
ood and ejects the mud. Its novel, 
addle-shaped snout is of no ob- 
ious use unless it gives the fish 
dvance notice of what is ahead 
/hile feeding, the fins are used 
o wave the paddle alternately to 
le right and left in a wide arc. 
Whether intentional or not, the 
addlefish keeps its family affairs 
acred.

Commercial fishermen contend 


that the paddlefish goes upstream 
in the spring and seeks deep water 
in which to spawn. During this 
spring run, the fish swim near the 
surface of the water and are taken 
in the south by a method of fish- 
ing known as "doodling." 
This 


method (illegal in Missouri) in- 
volves stretching lines along the 
surface of the water from which 
extend such 
quantities 
of bare 


hooks that the °ish cannot swim 
past without danger of getting 
snagged. Paddlefish are also taken 
in nets and seines of commercial 
fishermen. Their flesh resembles 
that of the larger catfishes and is 
sold under a trade term of "bone- 
less cat." They are also valued 
lighly for their eggs which are 
made into quality caviar and sold 
for a high price. The largest pad- 
dlefish on record was taken in In- 
diana—it measured over six feet 
n length and weighed 163 Ibs. 
Found in many places 
Paddlefish are found in many 


parts of ttie state, but are most 
:ommon in the immediate tribu- 
:aries of the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri rivers. Although classed as 
ough fish, paddlefish do not adapt 
as effectively to angling streams 
as do the carp, buffalo, suckers, 
and catfish.

More Pay for 
State Patrol 


Bill Creates the 
Job of Major in 
Second Command 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, July 2 — 


UP)—Missouri highway patrolmen 
were assured Friday of a salary 
increase. Gov. Forrest Smith sign- 
ed a bill putting higher salaries 
into effect Oct. 14. 


At the same time the House 


passed and sent to the governor 
a bill creating the job of major 
in the patrol to be second in com- 
mand at $4.800 a year. 


The new salary bill increases 


the superintendent from $5,000 to 
55,500; captains from $3,000 to 
S4.200; lieutenants from $2,760 to 
$3,600: sergeants $2,580 to $3,300 
and 
patrolmen 
from 
$2,4.00 to 


$3,000. 


It increases the size of the pat- 


rol from 215 to 260 men and raises 
the monthly uniform allowance 
from $10 to $15. 


Other bills passed by the House 


and sent to the Senate would: 


Let any town or city, with 4/7 


vote of the people, build and op- 
erate a sewer system as a utility. 
It would be financed by revenue 
bonds. 


Increase the motor fuels tax on 


diesel oil from 2 to 4 cents a gal- 
lon. The hike would apply only 
to fuel used in vehicles operated 
on the highways. It would bring 
the subsidiary motor fuels up to 
the new level on gasoline as pass- 
ed in the key highway program 
bill. 


There is little chance of action 


on the last two bills until fall.

It 
knew no social or racial bound- 
aries, but democratically attacked 
everyone alike. Duden's mollified 
report said that in a healthy per- 
sor the itch was confined to the 
feel., but. in someone who was not 
in top condition, the eruption at- 
tacked 
without 
discrimination. 


The pioneer scratched until he 
bled and even then was not satis- 
fied. 
Cause Speculative 
The cause of the itch 
was a 


speculative 
subject.

thought that the bite of ticks and 
chiggers might have something 
to do with it. He cautioned im- 
migrants

swamps or 
in 
forests, 
against 


working on newly cleared ground

hot season, against 


over-exertion in hot weather, and 
against eating too much meat. 


But whereas Duden said that 


the malady appeared only in hot 
weather and disappeared with the 
coming of wintef, and that itching 
ceased at sundown, later observ- 
ers and sufferers vehemently de- 
nied this seasonal occurence and 
were ready to prove it. The itch 
became so extreme in winter 
months that many a prisoner was 
prevented from enjoying himself 
aiter sundown and was compelled 
to go to bed.

would probably mean they would 
be out-of-date two or three years 
hence. 
Therefore, 
he proposed 


spreading the building program 
over a longer period.

Johnson's 
presentation 
was 


brief, to the point and positive 
He left no doubt in the minds of 
the military men who listened to 
him that he had made up his 
mind.
